Verleden Zaturdeg hader omtrent Puerto Ca- 
bello een zwaren storm plaets. Vrydag avond 
omtfent 10 uren begon het zwaar te regenen, 
en dezelve hield zonder tusschenposing aan, tot 
omtrent hetzelfde vur van den volgenden avond. 
Puerto Cabello ie een aanmerkenswaardige, 
schoone en veilige haven, muar Zaturdag woai- 
de het zoe sterk uit het N, W.datde Zwaluwe 
verpligt was twee ankers uit te werpen. Wy 
hebben geene berigten van Lia Gueyra ontvan: 
gen, mear wy creezen det men uithootde der on- 
veilige reede aldaar, er van daar zeer onsange- 
name berigten zal ontvangen. 

De brik de Eendragt, kepitein Visser, met 
80 dagen reis van Amsterdam, ondernemende, 
om gedurende de nvorde bries die op Zaturdag 
wanide „onder loots binnen te komen, raakte op 
het rif digt by het fort op strand, alwaar zy nu 
ligt. Een gedeelte der lading is gered, maar 
veel van degelve is zeer beschadigd : en het is 
te vreezen dat het overolyvende gedeelte geheel- 
lyk verloren in.
